GENTLEMEN,; 


"Tp HE Editor is aware of the difficulty of the 

fubject in which he is engaged, when he 
confiders the diverfity of opinions, interefts, and. 
connections, among fo large a body of men as thàát 
of the Affociation in a reform of the Trade. "This. 
confideration  fuggefts he may give offence to fome 
individuals amongít them, though not in the leaft 
intended by him. He flatters himfelf common fenfe 
will juftify the affertion, at leaft from the intention 
of it, as that would in fome degree be clafhing with: 
his own intereft; but fhould it be the cafe, it is too 
late to retract his promife to the Committee, of lay- 
ing before the Affociation the moft neceffary matter 
required to a reform in the profefüion.. 

You will not, it is prefumed, expe& that the 
Editor of this publication fhould give his private 
opinion on matters of law, regarding the rights and 
privileges of the Barbers Company, as not coming 
within his provinée ; he thereforé deems it not his 
düty, in that párticular ; but rather fimply to ar- 
^ : B range 
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range and compile copies of letters patent, charters, 


acts of parliament, and by-laws relative to the com- 
pany, for your infpection ; together with the rules 
of the affociation, and articles between mafters and 
journeymen, for the better regulation of the latter ; 
agreeable to the promife of a former Committee. 

It may not be altogether unneceffary to give 
fome reaíon for the neceffüity of a reform in the 
trade, to bring it back to its original inftitution 
and regulation ; though many of the aflociation are 
already in poffeffion of the facts. 

'The moft oppreffive of thofe growing evils in 
the profeffion is that of teaching fervants and other 
perfons the moft lucrative branch of the trade of a 
barber, &c. without ferving a lawful apprenticefhip ; 
to it, whereby more than a third part of the emo- 
Juments that would arife to the profeflion are pre- 
vented, by their dreffing ladies and gentlemens hair 
in the capacity .of fervants ; befides, many fo taught 
have afterwards affüumed mafters of the trade, at a 
few pounds expence, and the regular profeffors, by 
fuch practices, are injured in their intereft, and de- 
graded as a community : "Thofe act in direct oppo- 
fition to the ftatute of the 31fít of Elizabeth, which 
is here recited, for the information of the reader, — 
viz. 

8/2[. 31, El. 5. ** And be it further enacted, 
*« by the authority aforefaid, that after the firft day 
* of May next coming it fhall not be lawful to . 
* any períon or perfons, other than fuch as now 
* do lawfully ufe or exercife any.art, myftery, or 
** manual üeappntion, to fet up, occupy, ufe or 

i - :$* exerce

exercife any craft, myftery, or occupation, now 
ufed or occupied within the realm of England or 
** Wales, except he fhall have been brought up 
therein feven years at the leaft as an apprentice, in 
manner and form abovefaid ; nor to fet any per- 
fon to work in fuch myftery, art, or occupation, 
.** being not a workman at this day, except he fhall 
have. been an apprentice as is aforefaid, or elfe, 
having been an apprentice as is aforefaid, fhall or 
will become a journeyman or hired by the year ; 
** upon pain that every perfon wittingly offending 
or doing the contrary fhall forfeit and lofe, for 
every default, forty fhillings for every month." 
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Numerous academies have been opened for the 
abovefaid purpofe of teaching fervants and others, 
and pompous handbills are given to decoy the igno- 
rant, with information that /ad/es maids and valet 
de chambres are taught to cut and drefs hair in ger- 
fe&ion, in the fpace ' of one month, for trivial fums, 
and ladies to drefs their own hair in a few leffons. 
Pootmen advertife their return. from finifhing their 
ftudies in France and Italy ; and one, more confi- 
dent than the reft, exhibits his Gorgon head-dreffes 
againft the wall of. his houfe, as a fpecimen of his 
4afie in the difplay of his hair-dreffing abilities. 
But, were this the worft we could fay, the trade 
(comparatively fpeaking) would íuffer little from 
thofe gentlemens abilities. It is thofe who have a 
reputation in and a legal right to the profeffion, 
"who have given it the decpelt wound by fuch D 

tices,* 
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tices.* Pity it is that fuch men fhould fall fo low 
to grafp a little prefent gain, and facrifice every idea 
in that refpe& of principle and honour, having nei- 
ther conícience to feel, nor fhame to blufh, but 
Wilfully feek. the ruin of the trade, and perhaps i in 
end that of their own! 

TThe Committee, gentlemen, have been indefati- 
'gable in their labours to bring forward a reform of 
fuch abufes, with no little expence to themfelves, 
as wellas to the Affociation ; and, we are (orry to 
fay, their endeavours have not met with that return 
as might have been expected ; but it has happened 
to them, as is generally the cafe with the moft 
acüve perfons in large communities: Difcontent 
and afperfions have been induftrioufly fpread, to 
the difcredit of fome whofe fituations have rendered 
them the moft active in the bufinefs ; with reflec- 
tions that the fociety's money has been mifapplied, 
or Íquandered away: fuch:a charge being very 
unfair, without an invefligation of the matter, (if 
we may give it fo foft a name ;) neverthelefs, every 
fubícriber is at liberty to fcrutinize the papers rela- 
tive to the whole tranfactions of the different com- 
mittees, of monies received and expended fince the 
commencement of the aflociation; and which, the 
Editor is perfuaded, if done, it will be fatisfactory to 
- thofe who have prefided in the chair, by their refu- 
ting fuch a charge; as every tranfa&tion of theirs was

* ''hofe are fuch of the trade as have withftood every entreaty 
and folicitation of the affociation, fince their firft commence- 


ment, to defit from fo notorious a practice as that of teaching 
perfons to drefs hair, without being regular apprentices. 
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by confent of the committee, which will make their 
uprightnefs appear .more confpicuous ; fhould that 
be the cafe, intimation and diftruft of a different 
tendency will fet with a bad grace on the face of 
fufpicious períons and-bold calumniators. 

Honeft men will never be afraid of having, their 
condu& put to the teft ; and it muft be the glory 
of every man of principle to have his character 
cleared up, that it may fhine the brighter. "The 
Editor never conceived that he fhould have been 
obligated in this publication to vindicate his own 
or any other perfon's conduct, who has had the 
honour to be at the head of the affociation ; but he 
wifhes to evince the mifled, to clear up the doubts 
of others, to fruftrate the machinations of the fuf- 
picious, and ftop the tongues of the licentious. 

'To fuch of the affociation who have confidence 
in the rectitude and difintereftednefs of thofe having 
. paffed the chair, and of their promoting the profpe- 
rity of the trade—the Editor, for himfelf, and in the 
names of his brother Chairmen and the Committee, 
will ever think it a duty to bear a grateful feníe 
of their good opinion.

INTRODUCTION; 
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INTRODUCTION. 


HE fcience or trade of Barbery has ever been 


diftinguifhed in all polite nations with marks — 


of approbation, in both antient and modern times. 
'Fhe Greeks and Romans have regarded its profef- 
fors; the French and Germans to this day pay them 
the fame refpe&t ; and former Kings and Queens 
of England have honoured them with their particu- 
lar attention, by granting them privileges, exemp- 
tions, and other immunities; fhewing thereby a 
favourable opinion of their utility and confe- 
quence.* 

The nobility in general, of refined ideas and 
liberal fentiments, have ever.retained the fame 


judgement of them, and treated them with that 


refpect their rank in life deferved; but they are 
compelled to own, it has not always been fo ob- 
ferved by others in general. "The happy period is 
near at hand, which promifes a fairer profpect. 

'The Mafter, Wardens, and Court of Afriftants 
of the Barbers Company having, in their wiídom, 
determined a general reform in the trade, and to 
fupport thofe rights and privileges granted them

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by royal authority, encourages every legal ptofeffor 
of it to look up to the Company with confidence, 
having every reafon to expect, that their coincidence 
with the Affociation to complete fuch falutary pur- 
pofes will produce their mutual profperity. 

'To accomplifh this purpofe, unity in the trade is 
only required ; to which many in the profeffion are 
yet very flack or lukewarm. To roufe fuch per- 
fons, the Editor thinks he cannot fay more to the 
purpofe than is contained in the following fpeech, 
delivered at a general meeting of the trade.—

** [ Look around me this day, with the higheft 
pleafure and fatisfaction, to behold íuch a re- 
Ípectable and numerous meeting of the Mafters of - 
the Profeffion. 

** [ have fome remarks relative to the Trade to 
make, in the hearing of the company prefent. 

* 'Thofe Gentlemen are called together, Sir, by 
requeft of the Committee of the Cities of London 
and Weítminfter, to receive information of the 
tranfactions relative to the bufinefs of the Affocia- 
tion; particularly regarding monies received and 
expended, fince its firt commencement to the pre- 
fent time. I flatter myfelf, Sir, as being one of 
that colle&ive body, that the confidence repofed in 
us will be fully anfwered. 

** Many Gentlemen prefent are already in poffef- 
fion of moft part of the proceedings of the Com-

Trádé at largé, moft of them are ftrangers to the 
very principle of our intended reform. — For which 
reafon, E think it my duty to throw all the light 
in my power or the fubject, that the prefent time 
will admit of. 
** 'T'he Trade at large cannot but be deeply fenfi- 
ble of the declenfion of it's refpectability and emo- 
luments, in all it's branches; which this Affociation 
.have ftood forth to regain. Let mo Gentleman 
ftart at the expréffion—it is to be effected by una- 
nimity and perfeverance. "The field is too large to 
traveríe in this place at prefent : as I have many 
particulars to touch upon, I fhall be as fhort as pof- 
fible the fubje& will admit of. | 
** T will firft take a tranfient glance at the fuccefs 
already gained by the Affociation—lI mean their be- 
ing fupplied with reputable Journeymen. In time 
paít, both Maíters and Men of fair character have 
been fufferers, by thofe who had the fole difpofal of 
Men to the places of Mafters, by a partial attention 
to perfons in thé trade, who were the moft lucrative 
to them. I fhall not point out at prefent the vari- 
ous ways; moft perfons (beforé me) mult know, 
and many have feverely felt. As to the Journeymen. 
of moral principles, juft méntioned, they are happy 
in the reform; having formerly had the galling 
hürniliation of fééing men of the mot abandoned 
principles preferred before thém,; according to the 
caprice or intereft of their lordly maíters. ——Never- 
thelefs, we muft juftify fome; who have not exer- 
cifed their power with fuch injuftice, otherwife they 
dis X PEERS would 
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would not have fhewn themfelves füch ftaunch 
friends to the Affociation. * 

Here I ftand aítonifhed at many of the Profef- 
fion, who oppofe their own intereft in the bufinefs 
of regulating the ]Journeymen, and, either 
through blindnefs of underftanding, or perverfe- 
nefs of will, coincide with the oppofers of their 
prerogative : fuch men court the laíh, and bow 
their necks to the yoke. 

You, Gentlemen of the Affociation, have ftept 
forth in your own caufe, and have had compaffion 
on others; you have taken the blind by the hand, 
and fupported the lame; you have inítructed the 
ignorant, and have brought back many of thofe 
who were out of the way ; and ere long I prefume 
will chaftife the guilty and audacious. 

For your generous endeavours, fhould you not 
meet with fuitable returns of gratitude, your own 
. hearts will yield you ample pleafure and fatisfac- 
- tion; as your efforts are founded in truth and 
-juftice. Men of a different afpe& feek their private 

intereft——-Blinded by avarice, they are too fhort- 
fighted either to perceive their own, or public uti-- 
lity, of whom they are a part. d 
The decline of the reputation, as well as emolu-- 
ments of the Profeffion, having become too con- 
fpicuous to be denied, and it's ruinous effects fe- 
verely felt by numbers in this Metropolis, and by the 
Trade in general, which have induced the Affociation 
. to inquire into the original caufe of it; and, having 
maturely weighed and confidered every relative 
- eircumftance, they are ftrongly led to believe, the ' 
: C principal 
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principal cauíe arifes from perfons who have not 
ferved a regular Apprenticefhip, yet profefs the 
the occupation of Hair-drefling, &c. fervants who 
have been unlawfully taught practice the profeffion; 
fuch injurious practices, if not fpeedily fuppreffed, 
threaten the ruin of the Trade. 

** 'T'herefore the Society, finding from their char- 
ters that they are in. poffeffion of fufficient power to 
punifh füch delinquents, and prevent future inva- 
ders, have united themíelves; Nothing then, but 
an unanimous perfeverance in putting into execu- 
tion the laws which the Trade has been from time 
to time poffeffed of, in different reigns, at this 
alarming period can have the defired effect. 

*» May we not conclude then, that unanimity and 
perfeverance will not be found wanting for ío 
ialutary a purpofe?—It has already appeared—no 
lefs than (ix hundred of the T'rade have given their 
approbation and fanction to the defign within the 
fÍhort time of the firft three months. : 

. * [t is therefore now fubmitted to the general 
fenfe of the Profefüion, this important queftion, 
namely, whether they will fuffer the Trade to conti- 
nue in it's prefent declining ftate,——which deprives 
its followers of half their emoluments, as well as pre- 
"vents a mutual confidence and good underítanding 
amongít one another, and to unite f&rmly in one 
intereít to raife the Profeffion (which was formerly 
a credit to it's practitioners) from the degradation 
it has met with, and the contempt it has under- 
gone, and which might follow by fuffering fuch 
depredators as have intruded themfelves "RES, i 1 
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—What man of fpirit will hefitate a moment, 
when the means are already in his hands for it's 
reftoration ? : 

** Tt is true—efforts have been made from every 
fecret fpring by our oppofers—but the Committee 
have hitherto combated and conquered, and ftill go 
on, ** from conquering to conqüer."— The Hair 
Merchants are our own.—The Tourneymen are de- 
feated.— But ah! ftrange to tell !—the Trade—the 
"Frade—are our only foes— 

* 'To the Hair-Merchants we give due applaufe, 


- for not only feconding, but liberally fupporting our 


proje& of Reform ; excepting a few individuals, 
whofe characters are too contemptible for us to no- 
tice :— Their names and places of abode are known 


"to the Affociation, and I flatter myfelf will be no- 
ticed by them [no more.—But what fhall we fay, 


or how deplore the fainting heart of fome fubfícri- 


-bers, who repent of their donations to the So- 
— ciety and profefs to be enemies rather than friends: 


who lift up their voices againft us, and like Judas 
betray the caufe. 

** Oppofition from the Journeymen might at firft 
be expected ; but their maàchinations being fruf- 
rated, their enchantments broken, and their conduct 
infpe&ed under proper authority and regulation, 
the Affociation from them have. nothing to fear ; 
but in what language fhall we exprefs ourfelves of 
thofe of the Trade we have juft named: I will ar- 
range them. who ftand aloof from the Affociation 
under the denomination of the five following de- 
Ícriptions : "The firft under that of Poverty, the 
m C 2 fecond 
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fecond Ignorance, the third Audaciouínefs, the 
- fourth Craftinefs, the fifth that of Pride or an af- 
fected fuperiority. 

** Poverty has the right of plea, and muft be heard 
and excufed with tendernefs. Ignorance ought to 
undergo difcipline ; yet I deípair of a cure, if 
Solomon be right. 

** The audacious break through the fences of the 
"Trade— nothing but fharp difcipline can ftop thofe. 
invaders. 

.* "The crafty, the fmooth, the defigning; the 
. Vicars of Bray, like Punch in a puppet fhew, 
change their faces as it fuits their purpofes ; and act, 
the farce moft pleafing to the palate of their cuftom- 
ers. "Thus they wrap themfelves up in their crafti- 
nefs, and fall in love with their own wifdom. 

** 'T'hofe are things of my averfion—Shall I fpare 
them? No—If I do, let the Affociation brand me 
with the names of coward and traitor. But ah! 
I muft ftep cautioufly on this ground, for I walk 
amongít briars and thorns; yet I feel] my heart 
yielding to give them ** a little more fpace for re- 
pentance, if peradventure there may yet be hope.^? 

** Some mens underítandings are too weak to be 
reformed ; others are too wife in their own conceit, 
and determine matters as foon as they are pro- 
pounded to them, without a fair inveítigation, and 
- folve all queftions by a partial opinion of their own 
ood fenfe. 
-. .. * The fifth and laft complexion of. men in the 
"Trade are thofe who fet themfelves above the Pro- 
feffon, and think it beneath them to unite with 

the 
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the Aífociation in a Reform of the. Bufinefs.. 
Some are copartners in other trades; others 
have joined profeffions different to their own; 
but does that e:cufe them from taking an active 
part in eftabiifhing a reform ? Does not their own 
intereft, as a duty, lead them to it ?—Surely no 
man will have the audacity to affert the contrary 
lf it is a truth that a reformation will yield any ad- 
vantage to tbe Profeffion, will thofe (iuppofed) 
Gentlemen be coy in partaking any benefit arifing 
from Ífuch reform ? I will not fo much as doubt 
the contrary. Why then, in the name of juítice, 
not come forward, and help to bear the burthen of 
the bufinefs ?——' The caufe is fpirited, noble, and 
juftifiable. .Succefs is in view.——]t fuch partake 
of the honours, why not wage the war? Before the 
brow is bound with laurel, the arm muft wield the 
Íword.—But perhaps I have claimed too great an 
equality with thefe gentlemen—Equality, did. I fay ? 
Let us try the claim: what they were, and what 
they are, makes nothing to me; they are of the . 
"Trade, and therefore, in defiance of pride, they are 
'Tradefmen ; and, whatever they may fuppofe to 
the contr?ry, they come under the epithet BAngzn, 
Many of their pedigree we know, and without 
blufhing can fay, thofe of the Affociation are not a 
whit behind them. — Why then this affumed confe-. 
quence, this. backwardnefs to coincide, and give 
mutual affi(tance to the profperity of the Trade ? — 
Forbid it fhame ; forbid it manly fenfe; forbid it 
avarice ; forbid it indolence.—— Pity that men 


fhould deviate from the fpirit of unity, by an in- 


corrigible 
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corrigible contracted fpirit of pride! it being the 
- very bane of íociety, and makes the whole fabric 
fhake to the center, and tremble for it's exiftence. 

** "The Affociation turn their eyes to a fairer pro- 
fpe&t, and feek redrefs from the Unity of the Trade, 
and their Chartered Rights, to reftore their tran- 
quility. Due 

- ** We havefeenthe inftrumentsof power defeated;* 
and will any give them countenance, to ftrengthen 
their hands againft ourfelves ? Will thofe that refufe 
uniting with us employ and encourage men without 
characters, and of doubtful principles; who have in- 
deed pretended to join with us in a reform ; but can 
two fets of men co-exift in one caufe, whofe prin- 
ciples arein many refpects oppofite to each other ? 
Would it not be giving the reformation an appear- 
ance of novelty and violence? 

*« We friendly expoftulated with them, that 
they had been guilty of indifcretion; that they 
had gone fo far as to overturn themíelves, Can 
oaths and imprecations produce a reform to oppofe 
the Mafters in their rightful claim ?—I am of a dif- 
ferent opinion. .And will a perfeverance in the 
- fame miftaken conduct falve their misjudged con- 
Ícience? Surely no: A recantation and repentance 
are the only balm to heal the wound, and make 
reparation. j 
* ** "The facts which I have ftated call aloud for your 
attention, and the exertion of each individual before 
me to endeavour all in his power for the falvation

* 'The Journeymen, and fome of the Hair-merchants, 
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of the Trade. The Liverymen of the Barbers 
Company have requefted with one voice the acting 
powers, for the exertion of their laws in right of 
their privileges ; and their requeft hath been granted

and almoft infinite evils have hitherto happened to 
many of our liegemen, in their. wounds, hurts, 
bruifes, and other infirmities, by fuch.Barbers. and 
Surgeons, on account of their defect in healing and 
curing; from which caufe fome of our faid liegemen 
have gone the way of all flefh, and others, through 
the fame caufe, have been by every one given over 
as incurable and paít relief ; and as it is to be 
- dreaded, that fimilar or greater evils may in future 
arife on this head, unlefs proper remedy is by us 
Ípeedily provided for the fame: We, therefore,. 
affe&ionately weighing and confidering that fuch 
€vils do happen to our liegemen, for want of the 
examination, corrections, and punifhments, by a

N the preamble reciting letters patent of Edward 
I the Firft, granted to the Barber-Surgeons, to- 
wards the conclufion of page 432, it is fhewn, that. 
Barbers ufed or exercifed the Myftery of Barber-. 
Surgeon indifferently, as their tafte or talent in- 
clined them, after having been firít examined and 
approved fufficiently qualified, by the Matters or. 
Governors, in the Science of,Surgery, as exprefled 
in thefe words of exemption to the Company with- 
out diftinction,. viz.— 

** And his faid Majefty did further grant, that 
the faid Mafters and Governors, and Commonalty, 
of the faid Myftery of BAnnazns, and their fuccet- 


. fors, nor any of them, :fhould in any manner here- 


! 
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after be fummoned or put upon affizes, juries, 
inquefts, inqui(itions, -attaints, or other recogni- 
zances, to be taken within the faid city and tub- 


-urbs thereof, before the Mayor, or Sheriffs, or 
- Coroners of the fame city, for the time being, or 


fummoned by any of his officers, minitep or 
minifters ; though fuch Juries, inquifiuons, or re-

We muft obferve, that the. Barbers and. Barber- 
Surgeons are fynonimous terms in the faid act, 
meaning the fame Company as expreffed in either 
words; to take them otherwiífe, the reader would 
be miíled in his judgement, and confound the 
. Barbers or Barber-Surgcons with the other Surge- 
ons, who were till the time of: Henry VIH. of no 
Company or Corporation, till lie united them with 
the Barbers or Barber-Surgeons, who were then 
called by the names of; the Barbers or Barber-Sur- 
eeons of London ; when all and'every Freeman of 


that Company, whether they exercifed the Myftery —. 
of Barbery only, or that of Surgery, or both, 


before their union with the. other. Surgeons of . 


London; after which time they had their different 


depart- - 
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departments, namely, the Surgeons were tó prac- 
tice Surgery only, (as mentioried in. the act) and 
the other part éf them Barbery; that'is to. fay, 
fhaving, dfawing-of-teeth, cüttihg: or polling: of 
hair, with other embellifhments relative to head- 
drefs; yet it plainly appears, they were equally 
invefted with the fame rights. and privileges, and 
exemptions, by the name of Barbers, or any other 
name that they were at any time called by, as.fig- 
nified by tlie a; and that the Barbers, or Barber- 
Surgeons, (more commonly fo: called) at the time 
of thé union with the abovefaid Surgeons. 

'Fhat tle reader. máy fee tlieir privilegés, we will 
recite in of pages 434 and 435, as expreffed in 
the following words, viz. —** It. was therefore 
enacted, That the faid! two. fevéral and diftin& 
Companies of Surgeons, that is to fay, botli the 
Barbers and the Surgeons, 'and' every perfon of 
them, being freemen of either of the two faid Com-

all manner of other things at any time given or

* For the information of the reader, it may not be 
thought improper to give Mr. Bailey's explanation of the 
word Mortmain, in his Supplement to the Englifh Di&ionary, 
viz. ** Mortmain (of mortuus, dead, and zazus, hand, Latin 
a name appropriated to fuch Corporations and Societies as 
by their conftitution are immortal, their farms and manors 

eing as it were dead to the Commonwealth, in that they 
neither defcend to the people, nor revert to the Lords, nor are 
liable to the feudal fervice of wards, marriages, and reliefs. 
Among the different kinds of eftates in Mortmain, formerly 
thofe belonging to the church were the moft confiderable ; for, 
à at 
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. The following fe&tion confirms and eftablifhes the 
forms and bye-laws, and gives an authority to the 
Company.to alter, annul, or make new bye-laws, 
as they find convenient, provided fuch are executed 
according to the ftatutes of the realm :—

HEREAS the Afífociated Company of 
Barbers, Hair-dreffers, and Peruke-makers,

The Hair-merchants and Perfumers (except a 
few felf-interefted men) deferve the highefl enco- 
miums, having chearfully and liberally favoured 
your defigns, as to make an infeparable intereft. 

Indulge, Gentlemen, the honeft feelings of a . 
heart, that laments over the weak, avaricious, and. 
irreligious oppofers of your and their own true 
intereft, who have efirontery, through ignorance . 
or a worfe fpirit, to withftand your juft and laud- - 
able purpofes, planned. by the moft wife and ái 

ible - 
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fible men of the profeffion; and, what is more 
incredible, their very exiftence depends on fuch 
equitable maxims, and on the profeffion of men 
whom they are oppofing. Their names and cha- 
racters are. well known and expofed, therefore I 
Ípare them in this place, as the moft phlegmatic 
difpofions would hifs them out of fociety, and 
hold them up to poíterity as brands of infamy. 

A late cruel. remonftrance will juftify the cen- 
fure, particularly of the co-partners on a certain 
hill in London 5 the fa& is too true to be denied, 
and too recent to be forgot. Their malignancy 
againft the regulation of the profeffion appears 
evident to all,» and for no other reaíon but that 
thofe men feel themfelves leffened in their ufüurped 
importance, and humbled in their enormous pride, 
in being deprived of having the whole diípofal 
and appointment of journeymen to mafíters and 
maíters to journeymen, and that by means of the 
Society's Offices being eftablifhed. "They have 
waited for an opportunity to fhew it, and the time 
is come ; they have meanly ftooped ío /oxo, as to 
vent it on an office-keeper of the Affociation, a 
neighbour and a cuftomer, a poor man, but of an 
honeft chara&ter, with a wife and eight or nine 
children, in order to capture his perfon. 

- They were obliged to ufe all the art nigsard 
nature poífeff-d them of; and added the interett- 
moncy to make the fum amount to an arreít, to 
profecute their uncharitable refentment, and caft a 
poor diftreffed man into prifon.

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REMARK S 


O fum up the whole, the Editor begs leave 
to obferve, that throughout the form of the 
charters and acts of parliament relative to the Bar- 
bers Company, who at that time practifed Surgery, 
where the word Commonalty, or Corporation, is 
exprefied, (before the difunion of the two Compa- 
nies) that is to fay Barbers, or Barbery, it is gene- 
rally mentioned fingularly, and always takes the 
lead of the word Surgery, or Surgeons, as thus— 
'The Corporation or Commonalty of Barbers, or 
Barber-furgeons ; but the act no where exprefles 
the Commonalty or Corporation of Surgeons, or 
Surgeon-barbers ; which ftrongly indicates that 
Surgery originated from Barbery, as that being the 
Ícience and firít principle of Surgery, and fignified 
the fame thing; therefore on that account moft 
probably they might be called Barber-furgeons, at 
their firft incorporation by Edward the Fourth.* 

: To 


* 'The very fenfe of the word Corporation fecures every pri- 
vilege belonging to a Company ; and, in confequence thereof, 
the Barbers had every privilege exprefled in their charters at 
their frít inflitution, and afterwards had an enlargement of 
jerifdidion. "Their being debarred from exercifing Surgery, 
as termed in the A€& of Separation of George the Second, does 
not do away their privileges ; for the a& itfelf allows all the 
privileges that before belonged to them as$ a Corporation. 
Dr. Johnfon, in his explanation of the word Corporation, 
faith, any thing within the compafs of a charter belongs to 
them, even as one man. 
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To improve the idea, let us take'a view of the firft 
fimple ftate of man, acting agreeable to the com- 
.mand of his Maker, in cultivating Nature's pro- 
duce, when finding,her aftray, by pruning her over- 
growth, and giving her all that grace and elegance 
which art could infpire. 

To the prefervation of health and beauty, clean- 
linefs is a neceflary article, and a duty we owe to 
God and Nature; and if Paradife, or a garden, 
were to be cultivated, certainly the human figure 
required it more. Before fhaving the beard was in 
practice, cutting (as now termed) or adjufting the 
hair on the head, or beard, was ever done, from 
the beginning of the world, and in time became an 
art or íÍcience, the ftudy of particular perfons, for 
preferving and improving natural beauty, who 
by this acquired fkill made a livelihood of the pro- 
fefhion ; and when fíhaving the beard was more 
common, Barbery became an occupation ftill more 
general, and is now no doubt a branch of the fci- 
ence called Surgery ; or elfe, why is a Barber firft 
to cut away the.hairs, or fhave them off from a 
wound, (and on refufal is liable to a fine of 201.) 
before the Surgeon dare lay on a plaifter to heal 
it? who is under the fame forfeiture, according to 
the charters of the Barbers Company ; for if the 
Surgeons were to do that part of the operation, ac- 
cording to their own definition of Surgery, they 
would act the part of a Barber, and further prove 
that fhaving is a part of Surgery. When blifters 
are to be.put on the head of any períon, a Barber 
is firft called, for the purpofe of fhaving the hair 
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off, being obligated to attend any hour of the day 
or night, the iame as Surgeons. Is not the caíe 
clear then, that they are exempt from ferving all 
ward and parifh offices, the fame as Surgeons, 
whilft they can prove that they follow and are ca- 
pable of executing that branch of the trade: other- 
wife, it would be making the act of the lcgiflature 
oblige a períon to be at two places at one time, 
which is a contradiction in terms. 

Since the ac of difunion of the Barbers and 
Surgeons, in the reign of George the Second, a 
trial was commenced againft the Barbers, by the 
Surgeons, with regard to fome claim of the Sur- 
geons upon the Barbers Company, which was given 
in favour of the Barbers, who proved their antent - 
right, as being firit a Company. 

Another fuit of the fame nature was commenced 
fome years ago, between the two Companies of 
Barbers and Surgeons in the town of Newcaftle 
upon Tyne, which was alfo given in favour of the 
former, for the fame reafon of prior right of infti- 
tution. 5 

If it is allowed that the Barbers had a right, by 
their firft charter, to every immunity and exemp- 
tion, as expreffed therein, as granted by Edward 
the Fourth, and the fame rights and privileges con- 
tinued to them after their conjunction with the 
Surgeons, in the reign of Henry the Eighth, and 
that of James and Charles the Firft, together with 
other enlargements of immunities and privileges, 
which are continued to them by the ac of fepara- 

tion, 
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tion, as expreffed in the reign of George the Se- 
cond ; it follows that they are ftill 1n pofizition of 
all fuch. privileges, immunities, and exemptions; 
as at the firft commencement of the Barbers Com- 


pany. 


The Editor hath perhaps, in fome refpects, re- 
verted from his firít intention of not giving his 
own opinion on the fubject, regarding the rights 
and privileges of the Company ; however, the re- 
marks he has made are but few, and, in juítice to 
the fubject, he thinks it will not be deemed proper 
that he fhould have faid lefs.
